PUBLIC FINANCES -THE BLIND 
LEADING THE BLIND. 

We should scarcely feol called on to 
notice, much loss reply to the articles 
that have appeared in the contemporary 
local print concerning the public finances, 
■were it not for the fact that beneath the 
cloak of patriotism a covert attempt is 
being made to again depress tho credit of 
the Provinco to the low ebb to which it had 
sunk when tho present Government as- 
sumed tho reins. Wo aro disposed to lot 
many mischievous statements pass un- 
contradicted. They boar on their face 
the impress of improbability and untruth, 
and require no refutation. But when the 
financial policy of tho Government is 
called in question tho matter assumes a 
phase too serious to bo passed over in 
silence. Confidence is a plant of slow 
growth, and its tendrils must bo handled 
with care or they will wither and die. 
"With tho esorciso of extreme caution and 
prudenoo tho Elliott Ministry have suc- 
ceeded in rescuing tho finances of tho 
Provinco from the sovero straits to which 
they woro reduced by tho extravagance of 
DeCosmos, Walkom & Co., and have 
established it on a solid basis. Bonds 
issued by the previous Government 
could not bo floated on the London 
marKot at any price, and woro pledg- 
ed to local capitalists at S7J/, cents 
on the dollar, and bore an illegal rate of 
interest, with a penalty of forfeiture at- 
tached if not rodeemed at tho expiration 
of six or eight months. Bonds issued by 
the presont Government were sold at Lon- 
don in July last at ninety-six, notwithstand- 
ing that tho rate of interest had been re- 
duced to sis per cent. The subsidy which 
■was pawned to Canada in advauco has 
been rodeemed; tho good faith of tho 
ProTince has been kopt with contractors; 
all liabilities incurred by tho provious 
Government have been discharged, and 
the bonds of tho Provinco aro selling to- 
day on tho London Money market at 
lOG^.arato higher than that at which 
any othor Government stock rules in that 
market. Now, instead of regarding tho 
restored credit of the Provinco as a cause 
for congratulation, tho Opposition pross 
seize upon tho fact as an ovideueo of tho 
incapacitn of the Government, who aro 
blamed for not having sold tho bonds at 
106% whon they wore only worth 90. The 
absurdity of this reasoning has been al- 
ready pointed out by us in a simple illus- 
tration of a flour transaction between A 
and B, which we shall now repeat: A at 
Portlaud consigns a number of bar 
rel3 of flour to 15 at Victoria ii 
July. B disposes of the consignment at 
§8, and in September the price of Hour 
advances to §10. Can A recover from B 
the differenco between tho value of flou 
in July and its value in September? Will 
any sane man bo found outside tho Stan- 
dard office to answer, Yes? Take any 
financial transaction evor arranged and 
show that tho parlies concerned in the 
arrangement woro over hold responsible 
for fluctuations. Does it not follow that 
if those who float a loan can bo made to 
paj for a rise in stock they might 
be held responsible for any fall that 
might take place as well ? Tho idea is so 
preposterous, that but for another con- 
tention of our contemporary (which vo 
shall presently remark upon) we should 
be disposed to think that tho writer is 
poking fun at the Government. Unfor 
tunately wo aro forced to believe that ho 
is in downright earnest, that ho is so 
densely ignorant of fiuaneial questions 
that he believes his proposition to ho per- 
fectly tenable, and that the Province has 
actually a good case against the Govern- 
ment! As a matter of fact, there was no 
forced sale of the bonds; but the Govern- 
ment, in consenting to dispose of them at 
96, avoided tho expense of commis- 
sions, etc., that would have attended 
the placing of them on the Stock Ex- 
change, which would have involved an 
outlay of 3 or 3^ per cent, to the broker 
•who might have taken in hand tho lloat- 
ing of tho loan. Anothor consideration 
must not be forgotten. By placing tho 
bonds in tho handB of tho Bank authori- 
ties in London for sale they were dispos- 
ed of en bloc, which would not havo been 
the case had tho Government entered the 
Stock Exchange themselves or through 
their broker and incurred tlio risk of "sel- 
ling them for anything thoy would fetch," 
at the Opposition -doclared in the House 
last session would be tho case. The only 
expense incurred by tho Government was 
a small commission paid the Bank instead 
of the 3 or 3% per cent, thoy must have 
paid a broker and, perhaps, subjected tho 
bonds to a ruinous shavo. 

We now come to tho consideration of 
the question of exchange. As will be 
Lean by what follows tho writer in our 
contemporary (who is understood to bo 
its editor, Mr. DeCosmos) has displayed 
lamentablo want of knowledge in dis- 
cussing tho question. Ho has attempt' 
ed to show that tho Government by sell- 
ing tho exchange in Victoria instead of in 
New i'ork city, lost to the Province $o'j,- 
187.50. How does he arrive at that re- 
sult? By making one of the most stupid 
and palpable blunders that ever disgraced 
a public journalist. It is an instance of 
tho blind attempting to lead tho blind. 
To make tho matter plain to our readers 
we shrill tax their patienco while wo re- 
produce in full the paragraph from tho 
Standard: 

"Pirst, we will tako net proceeds of tho 
salo of the bonds in July, at §712,500. 
Now at that time sterling exchange at 
New York on Loudon was $4 90%. TAK- 
ING FOUR DOLLARS AND EIGHTY- 
FIVE CENTS AS THE EQUIVALENT 
OF A STERLING POUND, WE FIND 
THAT OUR SEVEN HUNDRED AND 
TWELVE THOUSAND FIVE HUN- 
DRED DOLLARS IN LONDON WAS 
WORTH FIVE AND-A-HALP PER 
CENT. MORE IN NEW YORK. In 
othor words, if tho Government had, as 
soon as tho sale had boen made in Lon- 
don, authorized tho sale of oxchango in 
Now York equal to tho not proceeds in 
London, IT WOULD HAVE MADE A 
PROFIT OF THIRTY-NINE THOU- 
SAND ONE HUNDRED AND EIGH- 
TY-SEVEN DOLLAHS AND FIFTY 
CENTS. THE TOTAL SUM THEN 
AT OUR CREDIT IN NEW YORK 
WOULD HAVE BEEN SEVEN HUN- 
DRED AND FIFTY-ONE THOUSAND 
SIX. HUNDRED AND EIGHTY-SEVEN 
DOLLARS AND FIFTY CENTS, -OK 
ONE THOUSAND SIN HUNDRED 
AND EIGHTY-SEVEN DOLLARS AND 
FIFTY CENT'S ABOVE PAR VALUE. 
This might have boen easily accomplished 
the first week in July." 

Let the roador rotniu in his mind the 



figures producod above and follow us 
while wo take pencil and paper and de- 
monstrate to the satisfaction of the bank- 
ers, public men, merchants, farmers and 
mechanics of tho Provinco tho ignorauco 
of tho simplest rules of arithmetic— to say 
nothing of finanoo— of tho editor of our 
contemporary. He quotes sterling ox- 
chango in New York at L90% (wo know 
that it was much lowor thore at the time; 
but let it pasBfortho present,) and at 
$1.85 in Victoria when tho bonds were 
sold, and ho therefore concludes that "our 
§712,500 in Loudou I the proceeds of tho 
sale of the bonds in London | was worth 
FIVE AND A HALF PER CENT. 
MORE in New York" than in Victoria. 
Why, tho writer doos not know— what any 
pupil of Messrs. Popo and Freece at tho 
High School, or of tho infant class in tho 
boy's sohool could have told him had ho 
asked — that tho difference he assumes ex- 
isted in tho rates of sterling exchange in 
July is NOT livo and a half per cent, on 
$4.90% ; but five and a half cents on each 
pound, OR LESS THAN ONE AND 
ONE-EIGHTH OF ONE PER CENT. ! ! ! 

Whore, now, is tho bubblo of incom- 
petency which ha hus blown in tho face of 
the Government? What bocomes of tho 
profit of §39,187.50 that ho thinks might 
havo beon realized by selling tho bonds 
at 4.90% in New York instead of at '1.85 
in Victoria? Multiplied by one and au 
eighth of ouo per cent, it shrinks to 
EIGHT THOUSAND AND FIFTEEN 
DOLLARS ! ! If any one is still in doubt 
lot him consult tho tirst boy ho may meot 
on tho street with a bag of booku on his 
back and ho will bo convinced. 

Again, for the information of tho coun- 
try, which has a right to know tho fact 
before tho Houso moots, wo would state 
that tho sterling oxchango was sold to the 
highest bidder ufter having boon tendered 
for. Every bank in Victoria and first- 
class banking institutions at San Fran- 
cisco having English connections were 
requested to tender for tho exchange, and 
the result wus that the Bank of British 
Columbia, being the highest bidder, secured 
the exchange. If thore bad beon such a 
tremendous profit possible, ns our con- 
temporary in his blundering way inti- 
mates, or if it had boen possible to realize 
an actual profit of §8,015, there would 
havo beon a brisk competition for tho ex- 
change. But thoro was not. The San 
Franciscans, while offoring less than tho 
Bank of British Columbia, required 24 
days in which to supply tho gold; then 
thoro would have been an insurance of 
threo-fourths of one per cent, and an ex- 
press charge of one-half of one per cent, 
on transportation to Victoria to bo de- 
ducted from the capital sum, which would 
have absorbed the difference between the 
(assumed) rato of storling exchange at 
New York and Victoria, and left tho 
Provinco poorer by one-eighth of one ptr 
cent., while during tho twenty-four days 
required to furnish tho gold interest on 
the Provincial debt piled up byDeCosmos, 
Walkom & Co., would havo boen eating 
like a moth into the 712,000 and odd 
dollars realized from the sale of tho bonds 
in London. 

We intended at tho outset to havo a 
hearty laugh ot our contemporary. To 
twit him about children playing with 
edged tools; to remind him that fools 
rush in where angels fenr to tread; to say 
something about braying a fool in a mor- 
tar, etc., etc. But, really, a charge that 
involves the crodit of tho Provinco 
and tho fair faaio of tho Govern- 
ment cannot bo disposed cf with 
chaff. It must bo takon up and dis- 
cussed seriously on its merits, and eriors, 
where they occur, pointed out and cor- 
rected. We regret exceedingly that it 
has fallen to our lot to shake confidence 
in one of our public men by lifting the veil 
and holding him up to scorn and ridicule 
ns a mere pretender — as ono thoroughly 
un instructed and uninformed on the 
simplest matter of arithmetic and finance. 
Mr. DeCosmos represents this important 
constituency of business men r.t Ottawa. 
He has served a long apprenticeship to 
politics, has discoursed sagely for many 
years of his kuowlcdgo of finances and 
'Change, and has at last (if wo aro not mis- 
taken) finished his career as a public man 
by imitating a certain Shakespearian 
character and writing himself down an 
ignoramus. In his own words whon 
winding up his financial article "ice ask 
the public to vonder over the insane stupidity 
that allowed such a thing to occur.' 1

Mr. Lay.ard having in a dispatch pub- 
lished in a Blue-book cast an imputation 
upon the Greek Consul-General at Con- 
stantinople, of having released from the 
Greek prison there somo bad characters, 
and sent them to Greece to' commit ag- 
gression on the Turkish frontier, tho 
Greek Minister called on him by lotter to 
substantiate his charge or retract. Mr. 
Layard has answered, declaring hand- 
somely and unreservedly that he had been 
misinformed. 

Additional harbor accommodation has 
been provided for Glasgow by the open- 
ing at Btobcross of a new dock which will 
havo cost when quite finished £1,000,000. 

Tho opening ceremony was performed 
by the Lord Provost, and it was announc- 
ed that Hor Majesty hail consented to tho 
new works being called the Queen's 
Docks. 

A marriage has been arranged between 
the Duke of Norfolk and Lady Flora 
Hastings, eldest daughter of Mr. Abuey 
Hastings and the lato Countess of Lou- 
doun. 

Tho death is reported, under sad cir- 
cumstances, of Colonel Bay ley, of the 19th 
Hussars. The deceased was riding to- 
wards the Dorking railway station, and 
when on Abinger Hough tho horse took 
fright. Colonel Bayley was pitched upon 
his head, cutting his skull open, and caus- 
ing other injuries, from which he expired. 
He served in the Crimea. 

Tho Scarborough magistrates havo de- 
cided that a tramp found aaleep in a pig- 
gery, accompanied by a dog, cannot be 
convicted as having no "visible means of 
subsistence," because tho dog was a risi- 
ble moans of subsistouco, inasmuch as ho 
had presumably somo commercial vuluo 
whioh stood between hit owner and actual 
destitution.

Some of Victoria passengors who sailed 
in tho Constitution rotnirned by tho Alas- 
ka. All speak in tho highest terms of tho 
conduct of Capt. Seabury and tho oflicers 
and crew of tho distressed steamor. No 
situation of poril can bo imagined that re- 
quires tho exorciso of cool judgment and 
•kill so much as tbo sudden bursting 
forth of lira on board a pussengor-sbip, 
and to tho possession of thoso qualities in 
an eminont degree by Captain Seabury 
wo are indebted, under Providence, to 
the safety of tho lives of all on board and 
tho preservation of much valuablo pro- 
perty. The coolness of tho captain and 
tho admirable manner in which ha han- 
dled his men inspired coniidence in the 
minds of tho most timid; and after tho 
effects of tho first shock had passed away 
tho cooks sot about preparing the morn- 
ing meal, which was partaken of by the 
passengors while tho smoke rolled up 
from below in angry billows that threat- 
ened to suffocate all who might como 
within reach. "'Like captain, like men." 
Every ono on board performed his duty 
asquiotly ns if no danger threatened, and 
not ono sought to leavo tk»> post assigned 
him until ordered to do se by his superior 
officer. A distinguishing fiaturo of tho 
Pacific Mail service was apparent iu tho 
moment of greatest emorgoucy, when it 
was feared that tho ship would have to bo 
abaudoned. Tho life-boats wore swung 
outboard, and iu tiro minutes, had it be- 
come uocossary, every one on board could 
have loft tho ship in boats provided with 
water, provisions, sails, oars, compasses 
and every needful nppliauee to sustain 
lifo and enable the peoplo to roach shore. 
The dismal story of the steamship Pacific 
which foundered off our coast loss than 
two years ago with 300 souls, will long bo 
borno iu mind. Had her life-boats bean 
in good ordor 200 men and women who 
now sleep bonoath tho waves might to-day 
gladdon the hearts of frieuds by their 
living proBsnco. But what was tho fact? 
The Pacific's boats whero intonded for 
empty show only ; and iu tho moment of 
emergency tboy could not bo lowered aud 
tho steamor sank with nearly all on board. 
It is gratifying to know whon wo part 
with friends on the dock that every- pos- 
siblo precaution will bo taken by the Pa- 
cific Mail Company's officers to land them 
safely and soundly at their destination.

By tho Ottor we aro in receipt of ex- 
traordinary news from Metlakatlah, the 
prosporoiiB and populous village formed 
many years ago by Mr. Duncan, tho plil- 
anthropist who took iu hand tho regenera- 
tion of tho savage tribes on tho Northwest 
Coast of tho Province. Tho story goes 
that last Sunday night week several In- 
dians entered the Mission Church to pray. 
While engaged iu their devotions a bright 
light aroso at tho altar and soon spread 
over tho whole chancel. Presently iivo 
figures clad in long whito gowns appeared 
in tho chancel and kuolt at tho altar as if 
praying. Tho Indians left the church 
aud' called others to como and witness the 
sight. A largo number poured into the 
church and gazed awestruck upon tho 
spectacle. Among others Itev. Mr. Hall 
of tho mission saw tho wonderful appari- 
tions, which soon after faded away. Mr. 
Hall at ouco opened a prayer meeting. 
Tho wholo sottlomont attended, and much 
religious fervor was manifested aud has 
siueo continued — prayer moetiugs boing 
hold at all hours of tho day and night, 
and the spirit of rovival holds full sway 
over tho "village. Messengers have loft 
Metlakatlah for tho surrounding tribes, to 
relate the extraordinary manifestations, 
and tho rovival is spreading rapidly np 
and down tho coast,

Chidaoo, Oct. 13. — A new York dis- 
patch says a special from Paris gives 
tho second manifesto of Marshal Mac- 
Mahon as follows: "Frenchmen — You 
aro abaut to vote.

No calumny can longer pass for truth. 
Tho Republican constitution is now iu 
danger. The government, respectful 
as it may bo to religion, doos not obey 
tho protended clerical influences, and 
nothing shall cause it to bo dragged 
into a policy that would compromise 
peace. You are not menaced with any 
return to abuses of the past. Tho 
struggle is between ordor and disorder. 
You havo already decided. You do 
not wish by h'oatilo elections to throw 
the country into an unknown future of 
crises and conflicts. You desire tran- 
quility at homo and abroad to be as- 
sured. You will vote for candidates I 
recommend to your suffrages. French- 
men, tho hour has como to go to the 
polls without fear. Listen to my ap- 
peal aud I, placed by the constitution 
at a post which duty forbids mo to 
abandon, Bball answer for order and 
peace. (Signed) 

Marshal Macmahon.

EUROPE. 

Bucharest, Oct. 12. — Thoro can bo no 
doubt that a number of Hungarians havo 
really crossed the frontier, but so far no- 
thing is known of their movements. Thoy 
appear to be nearly nil infantry, and 
should thoy advance far they undoubted- 
ly will bo captured, and if they resist will 
be killed or executod as brigands. 

London, Oot. 13. — A correspondent at 
the Czarowitch's headquarters at Dolray- 
monastes telegraph's under date of "Wed- 
nesday as follows: The sovcro storm of 
cold wind and rain which began a week 
ago still contiuuos. The camps aro liter- 
ally lakes of mud. The roads are impas- 
Bablo except by highway between Beila 
and Rustchuk. Tho suffering of tho sol- 
diers is indescribable. No provision has 
been made for winter weather and thoso 
who lost their touts and overcoats iu tho 
retreat from the Lorn last mouth havo not 
yet boon nuppliod with others. The Czar- 
owitch has doclarcd it impossible to winter 
his army in Bulgaria unless Rustchuk or 
some other fortress previously surren- 
ders. 

A Shnmla dispatch says it is stated that 
Prince Hassou and tho Egyptians are to 
bo sent to Varna to roliovo tho Turkish 
garrison, which will advance immediate- 
ly. This is in consequonco of tho useloss- 
nass of the Egyptians in action. 

London, Oct. 13. — Tho Times' sum- 
mary of the strength of the Russian army 
of the Danube is that only 200,000 men 
crossed the Danube, of whom 00,000 havo 
been disposed of by battlo or diseaso. Of 
the Imperial Guard only 00,00!) will reach 
tho front fit for service, so that when re- 
inforcod tho army will again amount to 
200,000. This includes tho Roumanians, 
but not tho Dobmdscha column of 30,- 
000. The writer estimates Osman Pasha s 
army as rsiuforcod at 100,000. Suleinmn 
Pasha has about tho samo, so that tho 
combatants have equal forces. Turkish 
reports from Sohipka represent military 
operations entirely suspended by tho 
weather. 

Intelligonca from Biela states that 
Suleiman Pasha's army is decimated by 
typhus fever. 

Brailia advices stato Suleiman Pasha 
has detached 30,000 men in consequence 
of a movement of Oeu. Zimmerman. Tho 
wholo Roumanian army before Plevna 
has be«n provided with clothing. Chof- 
kot Pasha telegraphs from lTovua Friday: 
"I have interviewed Osman Pasha. His 
third convoy has cntored Plovna. There 
is no traco of tho enemy on the road from 
Plovna to Orchanios, which is guarded by 
troops at tho principal points. 

New Yoke, Oct. 14-— Tho Times ot Lon- 
don Bays thoro is a belief in well informed 
cirolos hero that Austria ia addressing 
Turkoy with a viow to negotiations for a 
speody ponce. In this, however, Emperor 
Francis Joseph is alono, for Germany and 
England havo not yot mado up their 
minds to aid in such an effort. Thoy are 
evidently awaiting the result of thoFrenoh 
olections.which tako placo to-day,und may 
affect the question of European peace to a 
very groat extent. At present thoro is not 
a single power which by ita sympathies 
oven supports tho policy inaugurated in 
Franco by tho act of the 10th of May. 

Tho special correspondent of tho Now 
York Times, who is now with tho Russian 
army before Plovna, is tho only represen- 
tative of an American paper now at ths 
seat of war. He sends very discouraging 
accounts of the condition of tho Russian 
troops, although ho admits that ho finds 
thorn in a much bettor oondition than he 



was led to believe they were when ho wns 
ut Bucharest. The state of tho hold hos- 
pitals is reported as particularly distres- 
sing. Up to tho end of Soptembor tho 
total Russian dead is said to havo reached 
at least -17,000 men, as many as tho Ger- 
mans lost in tho Franco-Prussian war. 
Tho sick, wounded and dead since tho 
passage of tho Danube number not lesi 
than 75,000. At tho present moment tho 
discontent in Roumania is quite marked. 
Tho Roumanian press aro clamoring for 
tho withdrawal of that principality from 
tho war. Tho pooplo aro just now finding 
out that over one-third of tho Roumanian 
army has already been placed hors de 
combat in tho battles in front of Plovna, 
and tho greatest grief and consternation 
havo prevailed Hiuco the actual truth 
leaked out. In the meantime tho Rus- 
sians «ro concentrating a heavy force near 
Lorn, whero an attack from Suleiman is 
looked for. The siege operations under 
direction of Gen. Todloben, tho now chiof 
of staff, aro still going on around Plovna 
iu spite of wintry weather, which has al- 
ready sot in.

New York, Oct. 15 — A press dispatch 
says the elections in Franco passed off 
quietly. No disturbances were reported 
down to half-past three this morning, A 
dispatch of this morning states that ro- 
turns of 383 arrondisements show the elec- 
tion of 218 Republicans and 117 Maoma- 
honites. Thus far the Republicans have 
lost 30 seats and tho Maomahonites 14, 
Among the deputies elected are Gambctta, 
Grevy, Paul do Caeagnac and Louis 
Blanc Tho follewing additional nows 
has been received: Oeavy, Moderate Re- 
publican, elected for Bcsancou; Bonnett 
Duvrdior, now in prison for libelling 
McMahon, is elected from Paris in placo 
of Pascal Dnprato, Moderate Republican; 
Rouher, Bonapartist, from RiomjRiehard 
Waddington, Moderate Republican, from 
Rouen (re-elected) defeating tho Govern- 
ment candidate, Delamarn; Baron Hauss- 
man, Bonapartist, from Ajaccio, defeat- 
ing Prince Napoleon, was elected; Grevy 
whs elected from Dole, defeating tho 
Government candidate, Piecol Dabury, 
as well as in Paris; Defourtier, Bonapart- 
ist and present Minister of tho Interior, 
was re-olected. Of the elected, 180 dele- 
gates belong to the 3U3 of tho l«te Chum- 
ber; 99 are Conservatives, 64 boing re- 
elected. For an actual majority of tho 
tho Chamber 207 votes aro required.
